In City Hall's Routine Here 


ike most businesses and 
households, the city govern- 
ment is finding out that ‘book 
work” is taking an incerasing 
amount of time. It’s costing the 
taxpayer money and its value 
is just about what you want to 
make it. 

There was a time when city 
officials—like most business- 
men, kept only the sketchiest 
of records. Henry Ford’s state- 
ment that “history is bunk” 
was well subscribed to, in 
those days. 

Nowadays, record-keeping is 
an important function in al- 
most every city department. 

The police department prob- 
ably has the most important 
set of records in the city. Their

records include minor com- 
plaints and all arrests made in 
town in the past few years, sta- 
tistics on accident location and 
the hours during which acci- 
dents are most prevalent, data 
en licenses of all sorts, acci- 
dent reports which must be 
readily accessible, and a host of 
others. 

Modern police practice, 
says Chief George Potter, is 
based largely on the consid- 
eration that a police depart- 
ment is no better than its 
records, 


Intuition doesn’t do the 
job, and guesswork by patrol- 
men can’t keep up with de- 
velopments. 

Traditionally, of course, the 
basic records of the city are 
kept by the city clerk and the 
citw treasurer. i ‘ 

City Clerk Mrs. Margaret A. 
Becker, among other things, 
has on file the minutes of ev- 
ery city council meeting held 
in Menlo Park since the city 
was founded in 1927; City 
Treasurer Mrs. Frances Malo- 
ney can turn up all the budgets 
and most of the details of ex- 
penditures made by the city, 
government during the same 
years. 

Besides her minutes and 
agendas, Mrs. Becker has on 
file all of the ordinances ever 
passed. These have been so 
numerous that there’s very lit- 
tle use in checking to see which 
ones conflict with new ones; 
the time it would take would 
be too great. 

Thus every new city law that 
gets passed contains the 
phrase, “all previous ordinan- 
ces in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed.” 

The building inspection 
records are another body of 
documents of interest; on 
them, one can find out when 
just about every structure in 
town was put up—and what 

its estimated value was at the 
time. Fees collected by the 
building department are al- 
so noted. 

Newer in aspect are some of 
the records of surveys, canyas- 
ses and the like which lead to 
city planning. The city didn’t 
have a planning commission 
before World War II but since 
that time a considerable body 
of date has been built up. 

Basic, of course, is the city’s 
master plan, based on surveys, 
questionnaires and the like 
which were made in 5191. This 
is currently in the process of 
being up-dated and a new ser- 
ies of surveys, canvasses and 
questionnaires are being made. 

The size of the job is indicat- 
ed by the fact that two gradu- 
ate planning students plus City 
Planner Richard Gamble, are 
spending the summer develop- 
ing the necessary reports. 

Naturally, on file also are 
plans for just about every 
building and park improve- 
ment made in Menlo Park on 
public property, plus plans for 
major building elsewhere in 
town. 

There may be those who cri- 
ticize the city for keeping all 
this stuff, while amassing more 
all the time. 

But the private home-owner 
who plans an addition but who 
doesn’t know where the foun- 
dation of his house is, or the 
businessman who tries to con- 
vince the state board of equal- 
ization that his estimate of 
sales taxes taken in is based on 
bona fide sales and not some 
figure taken out of the air, 
will realize that complete rec- 
ords are a good idea,

County Employees Request 


2-Day Pay for Holidays -~

San Mateo county’s more 
than 1700 employees are not 
going to let the unions get all 
the best of it. They have sent a 
request to the board of super- 
visors for overtime pay at the 
rate of 1% times the regular 
rate—PLUS the regular pay, 
which adds up to a healthy 2% 
days pay for one when worked 
on a holiday. 

There are some seven holi- 
days now on the county list 
and the annual cost is estimat- 
ed at about $69,000, as about 
one-third of the total employee 
list would be effected. 

The board on the recom- 
mendation of County Mana- 
ger E. R. Stallings is ready 
to grant time and one-half 
for holiday pay but balked at 
the 21% times schedule. 

Many unions have a clause 
calling for the 2 figure for hol- 
idays and some even demand 
the same rate for Saturday or 
Sunday work. However, most

Menlo Resident ‘Pooh-poohs

“T don’t know how the story 
I smuggled the 
ixon-Khrushchev 
said 
Gundy of Menlo

Gundy explained that he put 
the tape in with his soiled 
shirts to protect it from dam- 
age, not to hide it from Soviet 
customs inspectors.

While Vice President Richard 
Nixon and Soviet Premier Ni- 
kita Khrushchev were touring 
the exhibition, Gundy offered 
to demonstrate the Ampex Vi- 
deotape. He asked the two 
leaders to “say a few words” 
which he would record and 
play back. 

Then the famous discussion 
ensued. “It was an exciting 
thing to watch,” Gundy said. 
The 160 exhibition hail work- 
ers, Russian and American, 
put down their tools and list- 
ened to the debate. This unre- ; 
hearsed - recording was a| 
chance to capture the real per- 
Sonalities of the two world 
leaders. 

Gundy added that both Nix- | 


on and Khrushchev were mucii | 
pleased when the 16-minute 
Videotape recording was play- 
ed back to them. The latter | 
demanded assurance from the | 
Vice President that the tape} 
be shown to U.S. television au- | 
diences. It was Gundy’s job to| 
make this possible. 

“When I realized the import- | 
ance of the taped document I 
abandoned plans for a longer 
stay in Moscow and flew to} 
New York with it immediately. | 
When I arrived I was most! 
surprised to hear the record- | 
ing called a ‘hot dispute.’ I had | 
considered it a dynamic discus- 
sion.” | 

A 16-millimeter kinescope of | 
the recording was sent to Rus- 
sia and played on television | 
there. Copies have been sent 
all over the world. 

In addition to his position | 
as vice president of Ampex | 
Corporation at Redwood City, | 
the Menlo Park resident was 
recently named head of Am- 
pex International. 

Gundy began his career in 
the electronics industry as 
chief engineer of radio station 
KGHF in Pueblo, Colo. During 
World War II he served’ with 
the Marine Corps throughout
